Compromise Effected In I'nlou'g Railroad 
Tax Will Re-imbnrse Mr. Preston. 

MoBGANEiELD, June 19.-It is authi 
itatively announced that the great 
railroad tax question, which has been 
absorbing all attention in parts ol 
Union county, is about to be settled, 
Attorney John Feland, who represents 
bond holder Pre6tou, says his client 
is willing to accept a compromise of- 
fered some time ago by referees 
pointed from the tax districts. 

I he term of the compromise which 
Mr. Preston agrees to accept, are that 
he shall be paid ¥75.000, the amount 
he paid for the bonds, with six per 
cent, interest from the time the pa 
pers were transferred to him. It will 
be remembered that these figures 
were offered to Mr. Preston at a con 
ference held in the Barrett house in 
Henderson some months ago. 

At that time he refused to listen to 
the proposition, but held out for the 
full face value of the bonds, with the 
interest added. Some influences have 
been at work on him since, however, 
and he has come around to a com- 
promise.

A home-made phonojrraph can east 
be constructed according 1 to trie d 
wript.it n and sketches from the Phil 
' lphia Beeorxl, (riven below. A re 
phonograph comes very hitfh, while tl 
instruuieut here described will be i 
very little expense. Of course, it is n< 
as perfect as the Edison apparatus, but 
is sufficient to demonstrate the prin- 
ciple and to amuse the amateur. 

The first thing to be made is the 
mouthpiece, forming the receiver and 
transmitter at the same time. It is rep- 
resented in Fig. I by a horizontal 
section, in Fisr. 3 bv a vertical transverse 
section. A small wooden funnel (A) 
can be turned by a cabinet maker for a 
few cents; circular disk (B) of very thin 
sheet iron, two wooden railsiC)and(D), 
and the feather spring (E) carrying the 
dulled point of a needle go to make up 
the mouthpiece. The sheet iron is held 
by. cement to the nether part of the 
speaking funnel; to this are finally at- 
tached the two rails <C) arid (D), ex- 
tending somewhat beyond the funnel 
(A); the spring (E) has to be fastened 
to one of the rails by minute screws, as 
shown in Fig. 1. Between the spring 
(E) and the disc (P.) a short piece of 
rubber hose should be placed. It will 
be observed that the point is not cen- 
tered, but stands to one side of the cen- 
ter. The guide rails (C) and (D) serve 
to run the apparatus

part of the phonograph is the ruler 
(F). If it is slid through the guide- 
rails, the pin attached to spring (E) 
will mark a slight line upon one side of 
the ruler: this is then reversed and the 
other side also marked with a line. 
The same procedure is repeated on the 
other side of the ruler. Along these 
four lines grooves are filled in with * 
and then covered with a layer o 
heavy tinfoil as can be had. The strips 
of tinfoil should be somewhat wider 
than the distance between the 
lines. After the tinfoil adheres to the 
ruler the latter is slid through the 
grooves of the guide-rails on the phono- 
graph receiver in order to find out if 
the needle leaves just a faint line upon 
the tin foil. If it does not, or if it 
presses too hard, it has to be regulated 
by the two screws holding it to the 
guide-rail (D). After it has been prop- 
erly set the ruler is slid along the 
mouthpiece with a motion as unifc 
as possible, speaking at the same til

From 1865 until 1877 he was associa- 
ted with the late O. A. Chaplain, un-

Chaplain. He was married in West 
Virginia in Dec. 1849, to Miss Marga- 
ret Withrow.

Why do the birds ffit southward 
each autumn and retwn again with 
every spring? No one knows, but 
science in the person of Proi. Wang, 



usual 

flippant answer to this question: 
'Because they like to travel," is not 
far out of the way after all, says the 
New York World. 

In a lecture thai Prof. Wang re- 
cently delivered at Vienna he gave 
some extremely interesting details 
regarding the migrations of birds 
all of which migrations resemble one 
another in two respects: they follow 
the most direct line southward and 
are made with almost incredible 
rapidity. Numerous observations 
have been made at Heligoland, which 
is the principal halting place of birds 
of passage from northern countries 
and- in Egypt, which is the winter 
home of many, and these observa- 
tions have established some facts 
hitherto unknown. 

The blue birds traverse the four 
hundred nautical miles which separ- 
ate Egypt from Heligoland in a single 
uight, which is at the rate of more 
than forty geographical miles per 
hour. The swallow's speed is over 
two and one-half miles per minute, 
early three times that of the 
fastest railway train. Even the 
younger birds, six or eight weeks 
old, accompany the others in their 
long journey. 

Prof. Wang asks himself what is 
the impulse which causes the birds, 
after the brooding and moulting sea- 
sfon is over, to quit our northern cli- 
mate. He does not think it is fear 
of cold— for many species quite as 
delicate as those which migrate 
southward easily withstand the 
rigors of the winter, but that they 
have an irresistible humor for trav- 
eling. This is his idea of the fact, 
but he can give no explanation.

In the 
meantime the United States govern- 
ment has sent a cruiser to Esmeralda 
for the protection of American citizens 
and property endangered by the war- 
like operations of the opposing forces. 

Ecuador is a prosperous South Amer- 
ican republic, lying between Colombia 
on the north, Peru on the south, and 
the Pacific ocean on the west. It has a 
population of about 1,250,000 and 
claims an area of 275,904 square miles. 
It was ruled bv Spain until liberated 
by Bolivar in 1828. Until 1830 it was 
part of the Colombian confederation, 
when it seceded and adopted its pres- 
ent name. The republic is governed by 
a president and a congress composed of 
two chambers, the Catholic being the 
only religion tolerated by the constitu- 
tion. Much of the trade of Ecuador is 
in American hands, hence our govern- 
ment is considerably interested in the 
outcome of the present difficulties. 

The United States of Colombia are 
still engaged in suppressing rebels in 
various parts of the country, but the 
restoration of complete tranquillity is 
so near at hand that official bulletins 
concerning the progress of the govern- 
ment forces are no longer issued with 
the regularity which made their ap- 
pearance a continual source of amuse- 
ment last year. If the government 
troops really killed as many rebels as 
their officers claimed the wonder is that 
Colombia has any subjects left for the 
president to govern. 

Venezuela has her hands full in try- 
ing to prevent Great Britain from grab- 
bing some of her richest possessions, 
among them the mouth of the great 
Orinoco. Her president, Gen. Crespo, 
hopes that the United States will come 
to his succor in case John Bull should at- 
tempt to take by force the territory he 
claims. In view of recent official read- 
ings of the Monroe doctrine, however, 
he should not pin too much faith on 
Uncle Sam, who is an exceedingly care- 
ful, if not always consistent, individual 
Poor Nicaragua, whose narrow es 
cape from permanent British occupa 
tion was the talk of the day a few 
weeks ago, has completely filled the 
measure of its unhappiness by inaugu- 
rating a revolution to secure the over- 
throw oj President Zelaya, who is an 
active fend progressive man and a 
staunch advocate of a Central and 
South American confederation. The

Mail advices from the other Central 
American republics— Guatemala, San 
Salvador, Honduras and Costa Rica- 
indicate that popular discontent is de- 
veloping revolutions in most of them. 
But sober-minded and cool-headed 

suppose that such discontent is based 
on any particular act of misgovernment. 
It is, on the contrary, frequently caused 
by good government and the ubiquitous 
desire for change, the latter dominat- 
ing Latin-Americans more than any 
other feeling or any principle whatso- 

After reading of all these revolutions 
with their inevitable bloodshed one is 
pleased to learn that the governments 
of Chili and Bolivia have concluded a 
treaty of peace and friendship. The 
treaty promises to be of profit to our 
merchants, as it makes Bolivia a Pacific 
coast country, after an interval of 
eleven years. When Chili concluded 
the war against Peru and Bolivia the 
victors grabbed all of Bolivia's sea coast 
territory, leaving the unhappy republic 
completely landlocked and without op- 
portunities for commerce by the Pacific 
and without means to maintain a navy 
of which it had once had the nucleus. 
Under the present treaty Bolivia gains a 
Pacific coast port and a strip of territory 
leading to It. This will enable It to re- 
sume foreign commerce without the 
necessity of crossing Chilian soil. Chili, 
in exchange for this concession, is 
granted valuable commercial advan- 
tages. The final settlement of the 
Chilian-Ilolivian dispute without much 
hard feeling is the only international 
adjustment reported within a decade of 
which our Latin-American neighbors 
have honest cause to be proud.

QUICK WORK. 

The Illinois Central Bridge at Cairo, 
III.. Holds the Record. 

In the building of bridges the 
question of speefl is a very impor- 
tant one. When the bridge costs a 
million dollars or more, it becomes 
important to save interest; and it is 
always important to reduce as much 
as possible the period during which 
the unfinished work is exposed to 
danger from sudden floods, ice jams 
and other causes. Says a writer in 
Prof. Shaler's "United States of 
America:" 

A remarkable instance of the 
speed with which the American 
bridge can be erected occurred in 
the case of the Cairo bridge of the 
Illinois Central railroad over the 
Ohio river. 

The two channel spans of that 
bridge are each more than five hun- 
dred feet long. The trusses are 
sixty-one feet deep and stand 
twenty-five feet apart. The total 
weight of each span is a little more 
than two million pounds. 

One of these spans was erected in 
six days. The false work on which 
the span was built was then taken 
down; the piles were drawn and 
redriven for the second span; the 
false work again- erected on the 
piles, and the second span built. 
The whole time used in erecting the 
two great spans and moving the 
false works was one month and 
three days, and this time included 
five days lost in the completion of 
certain masonry. This is the quick- 
est time in bridge building of which 
there is any reeord.

Sim- 
plicity in mourning is not considered as 
important as formerly, when a widow 
was compelled by social dictates to 
wear bombazine with crape decorations 
during the entire term of her widow, 
hood, and silk was forbidden alto- 
gether. 

The custom of wearing black for de- 
ceased relatives is not a very old 
belonging to the reign of Edward III. 
of England, when only the nobility 
were permitted to employ it, and they 
wore immense gowns and black mantles 
lined with ermine and with yellow bor- 
ders — yellow being the color of Egyp- 
tian mourning, derived from the chang- 
ing leaf at the death of the year. There 
were statutes in England which forbade 
garments cut in fantastic or odd shapes, 
and the confiscation of the garment 
was the penalty of disobedience. The 
Chinese wear white for mourning, that 
being to them the color of hope. It will 
be recalled by the reader of history that 
Mary Stuart, queen of Scots, was called 
the "White Queen" because she wore 
white when the widow of Lord Darn- 
ley. She has also given her name to a 
bonnet that is a favorite design with 
widows, and always in season. 

There is a tendency in America to do 
away with the wearing of black, but 
the newest edict of the doctors is that 
the putting on of mourning is 
tary blessing, inasmuch as it takes the 
thoughts of the bereaved from the 
gloom and sorrow of death, and gives 
them a chance for reaction, a healthy 
impulse in the direction of life and self. 
' In Australia and New Zealand, there 
is a peculiar custom of those who, in 
obedience to the wish of friends who | 
are gone, do not adopt a mourning 
habit. A card of apology is published 
in connection with a notice of the de- 
mise which reads: "By the wish of the

The style of these gowns was in their 
cut and making, and the richness of 
material employed.
